A certificate, signed by Doctors Aaron Dex- 
ter, Jackson, Warren, Dixwell, W. Ingalls, J. 
Randal, Gorham, and E. Hale, jr. accompanied 
the report, in which these physicians give 
their opinion, * That if the tombs situated un- 
der churches are constructed of brick or stone, 
arched and withdoors made tight to the air, 
there can be no possible injury to the public 
health therefrom ; end that no other mode in 
common use is more secuze, or less objectiona- 
bie. They further state, that observations 
made of late vears have afforded satisfactory 
evidence, that fevers arising from putrid effin- 
via are the result of the decomposition of 
vegetable, and not of animal matters.’

Was so great and mixed, might have otherwise sub- 
jected the proprietors to farther severe losses. Doubt- 
iess the Gas Company will submit to the public an ex- 
plicit account of the cause of so ternific au accident.

It appears, by the following 
article from the last Literary Gazette, that there 
is some reason 40 doubt whether the creature, 
ef which we gave an engraved representation 
in the Mercury of October 4, be really a genu- 
ine production of nature, or a motley creature 
formed out of various animals. ‘This is not at 
all impossible, as we recollect to have read of 
Sn imposition being practised upon the public 
by a man who exhibited some nondescript mon- 
ster, which was detected by the naturalist, 
Linneus.— Edits. Liv. Mercury. ' 

% We have again carefully inspected this 
creature, as minutely as its glass-casing permits. 
Our opinion is fixed that it is a compostion ; a 
most ingenious one, we grant, but still nothing 
beyond the admirably put-together members of 
various animals. The extraordinary skill of 
Chinese and Japanese in executing such decep- 
tions is notorious, and we have no doubt but 
that the mermaid is a manufactare from the 
Indian Sea, where it has been pretended that it 
was caught. We are not of those, who, be- 
cause they happen not to have had direct proof 
ef the existence of any extraordinary natural 
phenomenon, push scepticism to the extreme, 
and deny its possibility. ‘The depths of the sea, 
in all probabiiity, from various chemical and 
philosopical causes, contain animals unknown to 
its surface waters, or if ever, rarely seen by the 
human eye. But when a creature is presented 
to us, having no other organization “but that { 
which is suitable to a medium always open to 
our observation, it in the first instance excites 
suspicion that oaly cne individual of the species 
should be discovered and obtained. When 
knowledge was more limited, the stories of 
mermaids seen in distant quarters might be 
credited by the many, and not entirely disbe- 
hieved by the few ; but now, when European 
and especially British commerce fiils every cor- 
ner of the earth with men of observation and 
science. the unique becomes the incredible, 
and we receive with far greater doubt the ap- 
parition of such anomaties as the present. kh 
is curious that though medical men scem *o re- 
gard in general this creature as a possible pro- 
duction of natfre, no naturalist of any ability 
credits it after five minutes observation ! This 
may perhaps be accounted for by their acquaint- 
ance with the parts of distinct animals, of whoch 
it appears, the mermaid is composed. The 
cheeks of the biue faced ape, the canine teeth, 
the simia upper body, and the tail of the fish, 
are all familiar to them in less combinations, 
and they pronounce at once that the whete is | 
un imposture.
